EMERGENCY CURRENCY. 


Another Measure Drafted at a ‘ 
Conference of Leaders. 
W ashington, 
April 
29.—Another 
emerg' acy currency, measure, which 
will have the support of the Republi­ 
can mr-inlt' rship of the 
house 
has 
been drafted aftej^ a conference of the 
house leaders. 
It was framed by Rep­ 
resentative Vreeland of New York. 
The new bill elim inates practically 
a bond, secured circulation authorized 
in the Aldrich bill and in Mr. Vree- 
land’s first bill. 
It does not mention 
bonds—government, 
state 
municipal 
or county—in its term s. 
It provides for the* formation 
of 
clearing house associations with capi­ 
talizations of $5,000,600 each, as ori­ 
ginally proposed. 
It fixes the amount 
of emergency circulation to be Issued 
a t $750,000,000, to be taxed at the rate 
of I per rent the first month, the is­ 
s u a n t inc reading to 2 per cent the 
second and upward until the tax be at 
the rate of IO per cent. 
T he bill provides that 
this 
em er­ 
gency currency shall be based upon se­ 
curities held 
by 
banks, 
commercial 
paper, bonds, ne. 
A commission to devise 
a 
perm a­ 
nent plan of banking and currency is 
one of the features of the measure.
